He assailed Eisenhower for 
being concerned with “ budget- 
balancing to the exclusion of 
everything else, including hu- 
man welfare and vitally need* 
ed resources development. 
“ Even in purely fiscal terms, 
his veto will prove expensive. 
One good example is the hard- 
won allocation of $2.415.000 to 
start design and construction 
work on power facilities on the 
Trinity River Project.” 
Unless power facilities are 
started 
immediately for the 
dam — scheduled for comple­ 
tion in one or two years—the 
state could lose four million 
dollars a year in power reven­ 
ues. Brown said. 
DOESN’T MAKE SENSE 
“ This doesn’t make sense 
even in terms of the Presi­ 
dent's insistence that money is 
more important than national 
progress,” he added. 
In his veto message, how­ 
ever, Eisenhower said a sepa­ 
rate appropriation bill is need­ 
ed to provide for federal con­ 
struction of the facilities so 
they will be in place when tho 
dam is finished. 
He said this is needed “ if 
Congress continues its refusa*! 
to save 60 million dollars of 
taxpayers' money through pro­ 
viding for construction of elec­ 
tric power facilities by non* 
federal interests.” 
In addition to the Trimtv 
project. California appropria­ 
tions in the bill included mon­ 
ey for work on Black Butte. 
New Hogan, Pine Flat, Success 
and Terminus reservoirs and

Also included was work on 
the San Joaquin, Santa Clara 
and Truckee rivers and along

financed 
drainage projects in Los An­ 
geles County and other work 
on Santa Maria Valley levees 
and in Stewart.

Canal and distribution system 
along the American River and 
the El Dorado, Madera and 
Friant-Kern systems. 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Redwood Empire Assn. 
Off To New Start In Marin 


The 
Redwood 
Empire 
Association 
seems to have lost its old fire. 
It needs to take a good, close look at 
itself. 
That's what we said in this space 
nearly a year ago. just after the REA's 
38th annual convention. 
The convention, we noted, came up 
with NO real solid suggestions nor a 
single wild-eved dream. 
With a new slate of officers com­ 
mercing a new year of service, follow­ 
ing the convention, we observed then 
that the time was appropriate for re­ 
appraisal. 
Now, nearly one year later, the REA 
is approaching the time for its 39th an­ 
nual convention. 
We are indeed encouraged to note 
many signs that the REA m ay he re­ 
kindling its old fire. 
The association's youthful and ener­ 
getic young president, Don Emerson, 
Lake County resort operator, seems to 
be leading the way. 
A new field man. Tom Cox by name, 
has been employed to re-establish grass 
roots support for REA. From his head­ 
quarters in Santa Rosa he has traveled 
up and down the Redwood Highway re ­ 
awakening interest in the value of a re­ 
gional tourist-promotion organization. 
In Lake County, especially, where he 
has worked in consultation with Pres­ 
ident Emerson and others, the field man 
seems to have aroused new enthusiasm 
and support for the Redwood Empire 
Association’s aims and its efforts to 
achieve those aims. As we understand 
it, the Lake County activities were in­ 
tended as a kind of pilot program for 
subsequent work in the other nine coun­ 
ties of the Redwood Empire. 


Thanks to President Emerson's influ­ 
ence and the efforts of Frank Mever, 
REA vice president for Marin County, a 
program is underway to stir new inter­ 
est here in the association’s activities. 
Meyer convened a nominating commit­ 
tee meeting one night earlier this week 
for the purpose of lining up new faces 
(with new ideas and new energy) to rep­ 
resent Marin as REA directors. 


Week after next. Meyer has scheduled 
a kind of orientation meeting for new di­ 
rectors. local chamber of commerce rep­ 
resentatives and others interested in 
promoting the tourist “ industry.” Presi­ 
dent Emerson and other REA officials 
will be present— Sept. 16, 8 p. m., at 
Olney Hall. College of Marin— to ex­ 
plain REA’s aims and operations. 


Among those present, of course, will 
be the REA's veteran general manager, 
Clyde Edmonson, whose ability as a 
tourist promotional organization man­ 
ager has been recognized nationally on 
many occasions. (One thing about REA, 
in spite of its apparent decline which 
preceded the present apparent rejuven­ 
ation. it was able to hold on to one of 
the best association managers m the 
country in the person of Edmonson.) 


We join President Emerson and 
Vice President Meyer in the hope 
that the “ new start” in Marin wi^J 
help with the revitalization of REA 
because, as we have said in this space 
on many previous occasions, we think 
the tourist business is the biggest and 
best single “ industrial d e \e lo p m e n t” 
that could he built up to the benefit of 
Marin and the rest of the Redwood 
Empire.

Two Marin residents have 
been named on the 16-man 
committee Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown and Atty. Gen. Stanley 
Mosk have designated as the 
Joint 
Committee 
to 
Study 
Problems of Insanity in Crim­ 
inal Cases. 
District 
Attorney 
W. 
0. 
Weissich and Dr. David G. 
Schmidt, San Quentin Prison 
psychiatrist and president of 
the Marin Boy Scout Council, 
were put on the group which 
will be headed by San Fran­ 
cisco's DA. Thomas C. Lynch. 
In his press conference this 
week. Governor Browm gave 
an example who what he ex­ 
pected this committee to look 
into: 


"In that case last week, 
that (Stephen A.) Nash case 
where we had a man who was 
obviously dangerous and we 
let him out and he killed 11 
people. We can't let a thing 
like that go unnoticed.” 
This committee is supposed 
to notice it. 


SPEAKING OF the gover­ 
n ors press conference recalls 
the unusual w*ay in which he 


opened it. Usually he either 
has a brief message for the 
newsmen and then sits hack 
to answer questions, or he has 
nothing to volunteer at all. 
On 
Tuesday he launched 
into what amounted to a small 
sized speech. It had two prin­ 
cipal points (1) that he was in 
no mood to answer any more 
questions about his activities 
as a favorite son candidate for 
president, and (2) that he is 
cancelling his long-planned 
trip to the Orient this fall. 
Both of them, he said, were 
caused by the need for “ma­ 
jor effort that I am trying 
to make in state government 
and to meet the needs of the 
people of this state.” 
Talk of his candidacy “tends 
to 
divert” 
public 
attention 
from these efforts, he said, 
and a vacation would prevent 
him from working on “the 
things that I think are impor­ 
tant.” 
He named the appointment 
of 35 judges (including one

Marin), 
highway 
and 
water problems, state govern­ 
ment reorganization, and the 
appointment 
of 
the 
FEPC 
commission, Economic Devel* 
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opment Agency, Golden Gate 
Authority and an atomic en­ 
ergy coordinator as some of 
these important things 
But some of the observers 
noticed that 
he 
linked the 
two ideas together—the talk 
of his candidacy and cancella­ 
tion of 
his vacation. They 
noted that keeping at home, 
on 
the 
job. 
and 
available 
would be of the greatest help 
to his political future right at 
this time. 


STATE CONTROLLER Alan 
Cranston clamped the lid on 
the income of state inheri­ 
tance tax a p p r a i s e r s this 
week.

Reports of Marin's two ap­ 
praisers didn’t put them in 
that class.

School Administrators Too High 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)— An 
investigation 
long 
over-due 
has been initiated by State 
Sen. Stanley Arnold (D-Susan- 
ville). 
who 
succeeded 
Sen. 
George Miller (D-Martinez), as 
chairman of the Senate Inter­ 
im 
Committee 
On 
Govern­ 
mental Administration. 
This will be a probe of the 
high salaries commanded by 
school administrators. It wiil 
be directed toward leveling 
off the salaries in comparison 
or on some sort of a ratio with 
average daily attendance, and 
determining why administra­ 
tion salaries are so high when 
the people who do the work, 
the school teachers, are at a 
much lower level. 


SENATOR 
ARXOI J> 
says 
many school districts through­ 
out the state are squandering 
the educational dollar on ev­ 
erything 
but class-room 
in­ 
struction. 
He called the sal­ 
aries "exorbitant.” and assert­ 
ed there is a trend of "empire 
building of plush positions in 
the school system." 
Citing the highest school 
district superintendent's sal­ 
ary in the state as being in 
Los Angeles, Senator Arnold 
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Jerome Reatty has made it 
his business to discover what 
today’s successful authors are 
saying between books.

FURTHER, MANY of the 
school districts paying high 
salaries to their superinten­ 
dents and assistants are re­ 
ceiving state aid as "impover­ 
ished school districts” while 
paying far in excess of state­ 
wide averages. 
The Senator pointed outh 
that the Los Angeles superin­ 
tendent ’s salary is more than 
the sum paid the chief justice 
of the supreme court. In San­ 
ta Clara county, the Fremont 
Union High 
School 
district 
pays its superintendent $20.- 
500 a year, yet the average 
daily attendance is only 3.000. 
The probe was sparaked, 
Senator Arnold said, by a re­ 
cent preliminary study which 
indicated that less than 50 
per cent of all money appro­ 
priated to school districts is 
being spent in the classroom 
to teach the children. 
This appears to be at least 
a partial answer to the oft- 
asked question of whether or 
not the public is getting its 
money’s worth for the dollars 
put into the school system. 
The State Department of Edu­ 
cation says those will amount 
to about a billion and a half 
dollars 
during 
the 
1959-60 
school year. 


THE QUESTION now is to 
determine the extent of ad­ 
ministration 
necessary, 
and 
whether or not it can be cut. 
In fairness to the school dis­ 
tricts. much of the administra­ 
tive work is required by state 
law. which is a matter for the 
Legislature to consider. 
The fact that the minimum 
salary for school teachers is 
$350 per month, although but 
few teachers are on that small 
a salary, appears to indicate 
too much inequality between 
the paper pushers and the 
men and women who actually 
d‘T the work of educating the 
young.

WASHINGTON tCQ> — Am­ 
erican scientists have sched­ 
uled three experiments dur­ 
ing the next two years to har­ 
ness the hydrogen bpmb for 
industrial use. 
By setting off nuclear ex­ 
plosives

earth 
they hope to: 
1— Produce a vast under­ 
ground reservoir of power and 
heat and large amounts of 
man-made isotopes in giant 
salt domes in southern New 
Mexico. 
2— Carve out a new harbor 
near 
Cape 
Thompson 
in 
northwestern Alaska. 
Unlock huge amounts of oil 
from shale formations in Col­ 
orado, Utah and Wyoming. 
The salt-bed shot is cur­ 
rently 
scheduled 
for 
July, 
1960. 
The Alaskan 
harbor

secondary recovery can 
made of oil in this country by 
blasting underground petro­ 
leum pools inaccessible at the 
present time; that low-grade

He then ruled, “ I hereby 
make order of imprisonment in 
the county jail for five days 
for contempt.” 
Weissich rested the case for 
the prosecution and after brief 
legal discussion Gillen rested 
for the defense. The court or­ 
dered that final arguments be­ 
gin at once so they could be 
finished Tuesday with the case 
going to the jury that after­ 
noon or Wednesday morning at 
latest. 
Though 
Weissich 
said 
he 
found himself "somewhat un­ 
prepared for argument at this 
time" and without notes, he 
started his argument. 
The prosecutor emphasized 
the point that, while some of 
the jurors had expressed mis­ 


givings concerning the law un­ 
der which the Willises were in­ 
dicted. that they were nonethe­ 
less sworn to uphold the law'. 
“ There is no issue in this 
case," Weissich said, “ of whe­ 
ther it was necessary to operate 
to preserve the life of any wo­ 
man invdlved. Dr. Willis con­ 
ceded on the stand that in no 
case was it necessary. If a wo­ 
man was in good health, the 
law presumes it was not nec­ 
essary to preserve her life.” 
He pointed out that “ you 
have heard from 10 women, 
each one of whom has sworn 
under oath that Dr. Willis d>d 
something that resulted in ter­ 
mination of a pregnancy.” 


The defense, he said, has 
made “ blanket denial that any 
abortions have been performed 
anywhere any time. To believe 
the defense you’d have to con­ 
clude that our witnesses w’ere 
bald perjurers, liars.” 
"What would the witnesses 
have to gain through rank, bru­ 
tal perjury?” asked Weissich. 
"Does this seem reasonable? 
Does it make any sense?” 
He stressed that the essence 
of the charge lies in the intent 
to commit abortion— that "it is 
legally possible for anybody to 
use an instrument even on a 
non-pregnant woman and com­ 
mit the crime of abortion, if 
the abortionist thinks the wo­ 
man is pregnant.” 
He also said it was not neces­ 
sary for the victim of an abor­ 
tion to be precise in recollec­ 
tion of the exact da\. nor need 
the medical records be correct 
— "it is too much to expect 
that they should show* that on 
such and such a day the doctor 
caused an abortion.”

An Engineer, Bill Wright Likes 


To Apply Knowledge To Problems

“The compelling thing to 
an engineer is creating things 
and developing natural re­ 
sources—a love of technical 
activity and applying techni­ 
cal knowledge to everyday 
problems.” 
With that, W i l l i a m 
Q. 
Wright Jr. of Novato may have 
explained why it is he has 
followed in the engineering 
footsteps of his father, and 
perhaps why his three sons 
are following in his. 
But it serves only as a par­ 
tial answer to the question of 
what it is that motivates the 
man in other less scientific 
pursuits—why he chose to be­ 
come a world traveler, why he 
drives a small foreign sports 
car and why he loves politics 
and once served as a Marin 
County supervisor. 
It would be oversimplifica­ 
tion to sum it up in the sin­ 
gle word 
“fun.” 
But that 
would be getting close to the 
truth. 
“Bill, as he is hailed by his 
fellow Novato Rotarians and 
even by his sons, reveals in 
manner and speech that it is 
indeed fun—or more proper­ 
ly,a robust enjoyment of life 
—that makes him tick. 
“You know there is more 
to a job than money alone.” 
he commented. He was speak­ 
ing in the relaxed atmosphere 
of his ranch home two miles 
north of downtown Novato 
and only a few feet from the 
rumbling traffic of Highway 
101. 
“When you create some­ 
thing—build something— it is 
a great, thing.” 
It was more than the pros­ 
pect of a high salary that help­ 
ed him decide to take a job 
as senior water resources en­ 
gineer and project manager 
of a project in Saudi Arabia 
from April, 1956 to June, 
1958. 


IT WAS, of course a chal­ 
lenging engineering job, but 
it was also the prospect of 
seeing a strange land and its 
people—“at close hand as few 
other foreigners are ever able 
to do in that country.” 
During his stay in Arabia, 
Wright took 2.500 colored pic­ 
tures with a desire to absorb 
as much of the land’s culture 
as he could. He did so between 
times when he was exploring 
for new' sources of water—his 
engineering assignment with 
the Ralph M. Parsons Engi­ 
neering Co. of Los Angeles, 
under contract with that king­ 
dom. 
“It is the most medieval, 
inaccessable, c o n tra d ic to ry 
and frustrating p l a c e 
on 
earth,” Wright has written as 
a preamble to public show­ 
ings of his colored slides — 
“where the privileged few 
have everything and the poor 
sleep in the streets.” 
W'right was born in San 
Francisco Dec. 12, 1903. Two 
years later he moved with his 
father, then a mining engi­ 
neer, and his mother to Sau- 
salito. He has called Marin 
County his home ever since, 
attending Sausalito Grammar 
School and Tamalpais High 
School. 
He 
was 
graduated 
from Stanford University in 
mining engineering in 1925. 
It was a year later, in 
France, where he had gone 


with his brother Phillip with 
plans to continue his studies, 
that the young Stanford grad­ 
uate met Eleanor Wurtsbaugh 
— daughter of Mrs. D. W. 
Wurtsbaugh and the late Cap­ 
tain Wurtsbaugh of San Ra­ 
fael and a graduate of the Uni­ 
versity of California at Berke­ 
ley. She was then touring Eu­ 
rope. “We met on a blind 
date,” he recalls. 


A YEAR LATER they were 
married in San Francisco. The 
collegiate rivalry of the two 
universities has never led to 
more than a good-humored 
choosing up of sides in the 
Wright 
home, 
with 
Mrs. 
Wright being alone in the mi­ 
nority. 


“Actually,” Wright trium­ 
phantly remarked, “we’re a 
huge Stanford family.” His 
father, W. Q. Wright Sr., his 
late brother Phillip and his 
sister, Janet (Mrs. Charles 
Glasgow) of Balboa, all grad­ 
uated from Stanford, as did 
two of his three sons. 


His brother died in a Japa­ 
nese prison camp in Japan in 
1942 at the age of 36. “It’s a 
grim story,” Wright said. “He 
had been working as a mining 
engineer in the Philippines 
and was commissioned a lieu­ 
tenant in the Army Corps of 
Engineers before his capture. 
“Later we learned he had 
walked 100 miles through the 
jungles with a refugee child 
on his shoulders in order to 
get to Manila where he was 
commissioned in the field,” 
Wright remembers. 
In 1927, then 24, Wright be­ 
came engineer in charge of 
constructing the San Francis­ 
co Yacht Harbor after join­ 
ing his father as a member of 
the Wright Corp. 
A year after their wedding, 
the Wrights were back in Eu­ 
rope — this time in Madrid, 
where the fledgling engineer 
went to work for the Spanish 
government on public works 
projects 
throughout 
Spain. 
Work stopped after a year’s 
time with the outbreak of the 
Spanish revolution, but he 
had tucked some valuable ex­ 
perience under his belt. 
In 1929, he returned with 
his wife to Sausalito where 
he rejoined his father in en­ 
gineering activities. 


DURING THAT time he be­ 
came involved in an intensive 
farming project of 10,000 ac­ 
res, including cultivation of 
many crops. That experience 
was to prove valuable to him 
in his later role of combina­ 
tion engineer and rancher. 
“My work in any given year 
since then has ranged from 
mining engineering and geo­ 
physics to agricultural pur­ 
suits. 
There has been this 
curious combination of swing­ 
ing from engineering to farm­ 
ing and land reclamation ac­ 
tivities.” 
After the yacht harbor proj­ 
ect, W’right continued in en­ 
gineering practice with his 
father for many years. “W’e 
did varied civil, mechanical 
and mining engineering, land 
reclamation, design and con­ 
struction of pumping plants 
and many other things,” he 
related. 
Wright, a member of Tau 
Beta Pi, honorary engineering 
society at Stanford, also is a 


member of the American In­ 
stitute of Mining Engineers, 
and the American Geophysi­ 
cal Union. He is a registered 
mechanical engineer. 
He is also a director of the 
Marin Conservation League 
and 
active 
in 
other 
civic 
groups. 
In 1937, the Wrights, then 
with their three sons — Wil­ 
liam, born in Madrid in 1919; 
Foster (Frosty), born in 1932, 
and Larry, in 1933—moved to 
their 
present 
ranch 
home 
north of Novato, “it’s just a 
converted hunters’ duck club 
house,” says Wright, “and the 
wralls are about this thick.” 
He squinted between two fin­ 
gers. 
The ranch has been cut 
down to about 250 acres from 
its original 500. About 35 ac­ 
res directly across the high­ 
way from the W’right home 
are leased to the Novato Air­ 
port. Another 10 acres are 
leased by the Columbia Broad­ 
casting System for a trans­ 
mitter station and four 500- 
foot high towers. 
The rest of the ranch is 
still devoted mainly to grow­ 
ing hay and grain, and until 
this year, the Wrights operat­ 
ed a seed processing mill 
there for 15 years. 


WE RE GETTING further 
away from agricultural pur­ 
suits and more into commer- 
' 
cial development,” Wright ex­ 
plained. 
He and his three engineer 
sons are forming a family en­ 
gineering partnership, togeth­ 
er with W. Q. W’right Sr., now 
80, who still is active as a civil 
engineer in Los Gatos. “It will 
be a family consulting engi­ 
neering organization,” Wright 
said. 
All three sons have chosen 
the field of engineering inde­ 
pendently and without pres­ 
sure from their father. “It’s 
funny how things go.” smiled 
Wright. “Like father, like son, 
I guess, right down the line. 
W’e’re all Republicans, too, 
and we've each come to it in­ 
dependently. We're just plain 
individualistic. 
“Bill is now attending the 
University of Nevada, with 
plans to graduate next June 
in mining engineering,” said 
W'right of his eldest son. Fos­ 
ter and Larry, since graduat­ 
ing from Stanford, have been 
gaining experience—Foster as 
an engineer with Peter Kiew it 
Co. in San Francisco, harry as 
an engineer with the Santa 
Clara Valley Water Conserva­ 
tion District. 
“It’s the American way,’’ he 
said. “The kids branch out on 
their own, and when they re­ 
turn it’s of their own choice. 
As in any successful family 
business, you are first an as­ 
sociate with something to con­ 
tribute to the big pot, and 
then, incidentally, you’re a 
member of the family with a 
lot in common with each oth­ 
er. 
“W’e’re a bunch of nuts,” 
he grinned, suddenly launch­ 
ing into a new subject. “ We 
have'three German Porsches 
in the family. I have one, Bill 
has another and Frosty has 
one. W’e got out for rallies. 
We just enjoy the fun of driv­ 
ing sports cars. 


“ FOR YEARS sports car en­ 
thusiasts were looked upon as 


odd-balls, but the craze is com­ 
ing in — the fun of driving 
comes back when you have 
closer contact with the road. 
“Eleanor and I put 35,000 
miles on ours in the past 
year.” 
After 
the 
Saudi 
Arabia 
work, the husband and wife 
traveled in their tiny open car 
across Lebanon, Turkey and 
Greece with their son Larrw, 
whom they met in Istanbul— 
“after he got out of the Army 
in Paris.” 
They then 
c o n t i n u e d 
through most of Western Eu­ 
rope to Paris. 
From there, 
W’right and his wife continued 
on alone through England, 
Canada and across the United 
States, arriving home in No­ 
vato last September. 
Their 
son Larry returned home sev­ 
eral months later. 
Paris looked unchanged to 
the Wrights from the time 
they first met there. 
About that city: “You get 
from it what you expect,” said 
W’right. “It can be one of the 
lovliest, most dramatic places 
on earth. 
“W’hile we were there we 
stayed strictly away from oth­ 
er Americans — going mostly 
to the seroungy places. But in 
France it’s virtually impossi­ 
ble to get a bad meal, even in 
the smallest cafe. The highest 
pride of the French is to cook 
well.” 
Wright, who was elected as 


one of the original directors 
of the North Marin Water Dis­ 
trict from the time of its for­ 
mation in 1948 until 1952 and 
again in 1955, served on the 
county Board of Supervisors 
from November, 1952 to Jan­ 
uary, 1955. Of that service he 
says, “It was a terrific exper­ 
ience.” 
“I have always said that 
there 
are 
two experiences 
every man should have dur­ 
ing his lifetime—one is mar­ 
riage, the other is politics.” He 
smiled as he said it. 


“Politics,” he offered, “has 
a common di tasteful conno- 


tation, but politics is still the 
backbone of our country. 
“Actually, in this country a 
politician is a man who knows 
how to work with others in 
order to further the public in­ 
terest. He can be a completely 
dedicated man with enlight­ 
ened self interest. But a self­ 
ish politician, sooner or later, 
will be thrown out of office.” 


YOU’VE GOT TO keep a 
high standard in front of you. 
Sometimes you’ve got to say 
‘No’ and make people mad at 
you. Often, you must compro­ 
mise. In engineering you can’t 
compromise a design if it 
makes a structure unsafe. But 
in human dealing, you must 
be able to compromise to 
reach desirable ends.” 
“It’s a sort of dedication. 
It’s like a missionary hammer­ 
ing away at a remote place 
on the globe. W’hen he loses 
interest in what he’s doing, he 
should be replaced. The same 
is true of a politician. 


“The 
supervisors 
sit 
as 
judges and as legislators — 
they’re ‘all things to all peo­ 
ple.’ As representatives, they 
do not always actually repre­ 
sent, because the people don’t 
necessarily know' what they 
want. 


“People have opinions.” He 
spoke earnestly. “But they us­ 
ually don’t have the facts or 
the time needed to study is­ 


sues—until their vital inter­ 
ests are threatened. 


“AS SUPERVISORS you 
lead, you don’t follow — be­ 
cause the people generally do 
not care until you’ve gone too 
far the wrong way.” 
Does he think he will re­ 
turn to the politics he loves? 
“I have no current plans,” 
he smiled. “Only people who 
are retired or working for 
themselves have the time it 
demands. It’s a big job. 
“But I d like to go back into 
it again someday,” he confid­ 
ed. and his eyes twinkled— 
“ When 1m old enough.”

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China Camp — Not Long To Live 


Nearly Unchanged For Decades, 


Now Awaiting The Big Change

A jet splits the air over­ 
head, and shatters the peace 
of a quiet, warm and lazy 
afternoon. 
Except for that ear-split­ 
ting noise, China Camp, nes­ 
tled in a cove at the end of 
San Pedro Point, is pretty 
much as it has been for dec­ 
ades. 
The makeshift, c a s u a l l y 
built construction has been 
eroded by wind and rain, but 
viewed 
from 
the 
highw ay 
above, th e c a mp appears 
much as it did long ago. 


TH ERE HAVE been times 
in the past when the camp 
was livelier, when shrimp by 
the hundreds of tons were 
hauled into its sheds before 
being taken to market. Fish­ 
ermen by the scores have 
gathered there. 
But China Camp, started in 
the 3880s by Chinese who 
felt the pressure of Oriental 
exclusion laws, is dying. 
Some day, on the very spot 
where 
rotting 
pilings 
are 
sinking into 
the 
mudflats, 
there will rise posh homes. 
Some day a family will dine 
on frozen shrimp bought at 
the supermarket, perhaps un­ 
aware that the water beyond 
them once supplied hundreds 


of dinner tables with shrimp 
in a single day. 


MRS. GRACE Q I AN, widow 
of Henry Quan, who ran the 
camp for more than a quarter 
of a century until his death 
in 1950, might be called the 
matriarch of the cove. 
She talks quietly, uses ap­ 
propriately s a l t y language 
and smokes big cigars. 
China Camp is dying, and 
you can see it in Mrs. Quan’s 
face. “ We’ll have to start all 
over again from scratch,” she 
says sadly. 
Constantly reaching for her 
lighter to keep her stogie go­ 
ing, she talked recently of 
how she and the other mem­ 
bers of the Quan family, who 
help manage the camp, will 
have to move. 


“ W E DO N T OWN the prop­ 
erty,” she said: “ We just rent 
it from month to month from 
the Latipac Corp., just like 
we did from the McNears.” 
Latipac Corp., operated by 
Chinn Ho, a wealthy Chinese 
businessman from Honolulu, 
ewns thousands of acres on 
the point, and plans to build a 
“Riviera Marin” that will in­ 
clude China Camp. 
“But nobody really knows 
what they are going to do,” 
she said. “X, myself believe 


we'll be here two to three 
years yet. 
“ It’s all on paper. They 
could say to get out tomorrow', 
1 just don’t know. They’re 
working on a golf course 
now, and 1 think they plan 
some kind of resort here. But 
up on the hill the homes 
won’t sell for less than $50,- 
000. 
“ They’re going to save the 
hills and the trees.” 
But the loss of China Camp 
is not the only things about 
change 
that 
saddens 
Mrs. 
Quan. The changing world, 
its advances grouped together 
under the label of “ progress,” 
disturbs her. She complains 
that today one can no longer 
“ have chickens in the back 
yard.” 


SHE SAID Chinn Ho “ has 
been here three or four times. 
He’s a nice man to talk to. 
But w hen they want this place 
they'll take it.” she said the 
Quan family doesn’t plan to 
dismantle any of the build­ 
ings or try to salvage any­ 
thing. 
“ There’s 
not 
much 
here,” she said. “ It wouldn’t 
be worth it.” 
Business has dwindled from 
an operation that hired fisher- 
ment, to just a family opera­ 
tion. About two years ago, 


Mrs. Quan said, “ the shrimp 
came to an end. They were 
killed off by pollution.” 


Nowadays, as in the years 
past, the family operates a 
snack bar and sells beer and 
rents boats to fishermen who 
fish the bay waters for bass. 


But when the shrimp dis­ 
appeared, activity at China 
Camp was sharply curtailed. 
Mrs. Quan said she believes 
that chemically treated sew­ 
age is responsible for the dis­ 
appearance of shrimp. “ The 
tide just doesn’t take it all 
out,” she said. “ The mud used 
to be grey; now it’s black.” 
Oil, too, has cut down the 
shrimp population. 


When Mrs. Quan spoke of 
the “ Riviera Marin” develop­ 
ment being two to three years 
away, she asked, “ When are 
they going to get w'ater? We 
once had wrells, now we have 
to haul it in every other day.” 
The Quans use a torpedo- 
shaped tank to haul 315 gal­ 
lons to the camp’s water sys­ 
tem. 


“ NOW W E HAVE hot and 
cold running water and show'- 
ers and a pressure system,” 
she said, “ but we once ladled 
water from a bucket.” 
Mrs. Quan gives credit to 


her oldest son, Frank, for 
keeping the business alive. 
Frank, unmarried, lives at the 
camp with his mother. Also 
living there is Mrs. Quan’s 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Alice Quan, 
and her daughter, Mrs. Geor­ 
gette Bass. 
Grace's other two sons, Mil­ 
ton and Henry, are married 
and live away from home. A 
daughter, Mrs. Bertha Chew, 
lives in the East Bay. 
Her late husband’s father, 
Quan Yick Yuen, settled at 
the camp around 1900. (He 
was also known as Quon Hong 
Quoek, and Mrs. Quan said, 
“ The Chinese have lots of 
names for different reasons— 
one for school, one for busi­ 
ness, etc.'. . .”) 
The elder Quan stayed on at 
the camp, she said, after 
other Chinese settlers moved 
away. 


“ WHEN THEY planted sea 
bass in San Pablo Bay,” she 
said, “ they stopped net fish­ 
ing, and all the Chinese ex­ 
cept Henry’s father left. Then 
another net was invented.” 
She said she was told that 
in the old days the McNear 
family charged a dollar a 
head a month as rent, and 
that when they called to col- 
tontinucd on page M6

IN THE EARLY days the 
Chinese 
fished from junks 
fashioned after those of their 
native land, but during the 
heyday of the Quan operation, 
mrxlern fishing boats were 
used. 
Grace married Henry Quan 
in 1923 and moved to the 
camp. 
Born 
in 
Humboldt 
County and reared by a Chi­ 
nese family, she met Henry 
through Chinese friends in 
San Hafael “ one day when he 


delivered some shrimp.** 
“ Our biggest year here,” 
she said, “ was in 1937 when 
there were really a lot of 
shrimp.” In a s c r a p b o o k 
which she keeps in the tiny 
snack bar she showed a pho­ 
tograph of San Pedro road, 
lined with cars for hundreds 
of yards.

Mitchum’s 
replacement, 
in­ 
jured his back and was con­ 
fined to Marin General Hospi­ 
tal for several days. 
The huge black limousines 
were a s t r a n g e contrast, 
parked in the mud at the 
Camp those winter days. 


WHEN CHINA CAMP comes 
to an end. whether it is next 
week or three years from 
now. with it will go part of 
Marin’s country atmosphere. 
Artist who perched in the 
hills high above the cove will 
have to go farther afield for 
colorful scenery. The Sunday 
motorist and his family who 
drop into the camp to capture 
the past, or drive by on a 
country outing, w i l l seek 
other roads.

Up, Richmond-San Rafael 


Bridge Marks Opening On Sept. 7 


Ending its third year of 
bearing traffic next Tuesday, 
the 
Richmond - San Rafael 
Bridge has this year moved 
out of the red ink and into 
the black. 
And the traffic 
load 
is 
steadily 
climbing 
month by month over the pre­ 
vious years. 
Through Ju ly the bridge 
had served nearly 8 million 
vehicles. Yet there are many 
persons in Marin who admit 
with a laugh that they have 
“ never been over it.” 
For the 4 months of 1956 
w/hen the bridge was shiny 
new it carried 875.975 cars 
and trucks. The next year two 
and 
a 
half 
million 
cars 
crossed, and in 1958 the tolls 
were collected from 2.783.716 
drivers. 
Toll bridge authorities ex­ 
pect this year's traffic to be 
substantially greater Most re­ 
cent figures are for June, 
1959, in which traffic was up 
10 per cent over June. 1958. 
But the record for one day 
has 
stood— 18.743 
cars 
on 
Sept. 2, the first day of traffic 
after the opening in 1956. 
In many ways the bridge 
construction 
was a remark­ 
able operation. First of all. 
the bridge was finished a full 
month before original sched­ 
ule. 
Then, too. Gerwick-Ki- 
wert was awarded the 
sub­ 
structure contract for a mil­ 
lion and a quarter dollars un­ 
der engineers' estimates. 
New 
machines 
were 
de­ 
signed to do the building. Two 
of the largest floating pile 
drivers in the world were rig­ 
ged to pound huge H-piles 
deep into the bottom. 
Over 
5,000 pilings were driven to 
anchor the bridge to the bay’s 
bottom. 
Up in Petaluma 
workers 
precast concrete cones. These 
were floated down the bay on 
barges and engineered into 
pl^ce under the water by div­ 
ers. 
On top of these “ feet” 
came 
the 
concrete 
shafts 
which stick out of the water. 
These were filled with con­ 
crete to form a sf>lid base 
over which went more con­ 
crete forms and finally the 
steel “ legs” that hold up the 
roadway of the bridge. 
A floating concrete mixer, 
the Pacific Mixmaster, was 
built to brew up the 70,000 
cubic yards of concrete for 
the job. A huge floating crane 


lifted 
110-ton 
sections 
and 
dropped them into place with­ 
in a fraction of an inch. 
The bridge was pronahiy 
the biggest deep sea diver job 
in the Pacific Coast up to that 
time. As many as 11 divers 
worked at once, operating un­ 
derwater saws, guiding con­ 
crete shafts and cleaning out 
mud. 


A state diver inspected each 
operation. One time the in­ 
spector, Bob Wendell, found 
himself floating upside down 
and helpless in an underwa­ 
ter concrete shell. 


His line had become fouled, 
jerking him off of his feet 
and causing the air bubble to 
rush from his head to the bot­ 
tom of his diving suit. This 
left him bobbing upside down 
in the water and unable to 
right 
himself. 
He 
shouted 
through the communication 
system to his tender on the 
surface 
who 
dived in and 
righted him. It wasn’t until 
later that the workers learned 


that the tender couldn’t swim. 
There were other accidents 
too. During the three and one 
half years of construction one 
man died. Donald Webb, a 30- 
vear-old steel worker, fell 200 
feet into the water at mid-bay. 


The winter of 1956 a vio­ 
lent storm struck with winds 
in 90-mile 
per 
hour gusts, 
shaking the uncompleted ends 
of ttie bridge. A roof was rip­ 
ped from a construction shack 
and rows of heavy steel road- 
support beams were pushed 
over like ten-pins. Other small 
equipment was whisked into 
the choppy waters, but no 
major damage occurred. 
Many have wondered at the 
unusual shape of the bridge, 
its 
angles 
and 
dips. 
The 
bridge has a curve because it 
had to connect with existing 
highways at each end. 
But 
navigational interests would 
not allow the bridge to cross 
shipping channels at 
more 
than a 10 degree angle. The

channels were angled toward 
San Pablo Bay, and thus the 
curve was necessary to meet 
all demands. 


The 
completion 
of 
the 
bridge Sept. 1, 1956 rang the 
death knell for the auto car­ 
rying ferries on San Francisco 
Bay. Only ferry left in opera­ 
tion was at Benicia above San 
Pablo Bay. 


The ferries had plied the 
water* to Point San Quentin 
for 41 years, beginning with 
the SS Ellen, a 133 foot aide- 


wheeler that made the first 
trip across May 1, 1915. 
She 
was converted to carry 17 
autos and the first month car­ 
ried 1,400 vehicles and 13,000 
passengers across. 
The Ellen was rented from 
a Mare Island company by the 
Mann owners of the ferry 
company. 
Over 
the 
years 
boats were added, including 
the Richmond ” and the “ San 
Rafael.’’ The SS Charles Van 
Damme carried cattle in its 
pens. In 1938 the ferry com­ 
pany 
replaced 
the 
wood- 
hulled side-wheel ferries with 
three steel boats, which re­ 
mained in service until the 
bridge opened. 
In 1917 the 


Sierra 
Nevada 
was 
added, 
making four boats. 
Labor difficulties culminat­ 
ing in a long strike ten years 
ago 
added 
impetus to the 
cause for a bridge. The boats, 
Klamath. Sierra Nevada, El 
Paso and Russian River in 
1955, their last full year, car­ 
ried nearly a million and a 
quarter vehicles. 
With the bridge a-building 
the state purchased the ferry 
company pier and franchise 
for 
$1.000.000. 
When 
the I 
boats 
creaked 
against 
the \ 
piers on the Richmond side ] 
three years ago, they rang 
down the curtain on the last 
ferryboat link to Marin.

Bolshoi Ballet Dancer Finds 


America Is Very 'Paintable'

an artist in two senses: 
He dances, and 
he

paints. 
Yuri Zhdanov, the person­ 
able curly haired Romeo in 
the visitors’ "Romeo and Ju ­ 
liet" and partner to the famed 
Galina Ulanova in several oth­ 
er 
numbers, 
brought 
his 
paints with him and did about 
a dozen pictures. 
“ My 
life 
is 
dancing, 
of 
course,” he says, “ but 1 like 
very much to paint.” 
His scenes show a domed 
building in San Francisco by 
day and by night, taken from 
his hotel window; a pool in 
the grounds of a Hollywood 
hotel, 
with 
gaily 
colored 
beach 
umbrellas; 
a 
bulky 
palm in the garden of a house 
m lx)s Angeles; a dramatic 
sweep of shore at Santa Mon­ 
ica Calif.; and a street corner 
in Montreal with vigorously 
drawn tiny figures of passers- 
by. 


“ 1 have painted in Paris and 
in London,” he says, speaking 
mainly through an interpreter 
though he knows some Eng­ 
lish words. “ The pictures of 
London formed an exhibition 
in Moscow, and other paint­ 
ings of mine have been on 
public view there in what we 
call the House of the Artists.” 


He began to draw as a 
child, and for a time as he 
grew up he carried a sketch 
book with him while he devel­ 
oped his professional career 
on stage. 


“ 1 find your country very 
paintable. But New York is 
not easy because there's no 
place to sit down London and 
Paris have benches, here I'd 
have to paint standing up ex­ 
cept for what I can see out of 
my windows.'’ 


Zhdanov paints within his 
country’s older t r a d i t i o n , 
without ever imposing him­ 
self arbitrarily on the scenes 
he selects to transfer to his 
panels. He might be mistaken 
for an English l a n d s c a p e 
painter of the last century.

Book By Bishop

Here is a second book from 
Bishop Guilfoyle, pastor of 
Mission Dolores Basilica and 
auxiliary Bishop of the arch­ 
diocese of San Francisco. 


His first book. “ San Fran­ 
cisco— No Mean City, 
was a 
collection of his thoughts on 
various subjects of the city. 
In this volume 
he extends 
these thoughts to the whole 
State of California, discussing 
the eucalyptus trees, the gold­ 
en poppies, the Missions, the 
quail, the seal and Seals team 
and all manner of things fa­ 
miliar here. 


The book is a quiet com­ 
mentary on all these subjects 
and is a pleasant way to spend 
an hour before retiring. 
Included in it are bits of 
poetry appropriate to the sub­ 
ject at hand. Black and white 
reproductions of watercolor 
and ink drawings enhance the 
whole. 
The Bishop explains how 
each Mission was named and 


how Father Serra came from 
Majorca to establish them. 


The chapters are full of in­ 
teresting pieces of informa­ 
tion, such as the fact that the 
style of Spanish adobe houses 
found here had origin in the 
days of the early Egyptians, 
who built their homes of mud. 
The Moors carried this art of 
mud brick-making to Spain. 
The Indians in California 
had used mud for houses but 
never had made bricks of it. 
just pouring it as we do con­ 
crete.

Stepin Fetchit, w ho at 60 is 
out of retirement and launch­ 
ing a new career as a televi­ 
sion and night club entertain­ 
er. 


•THE CHARACTER as I did 
it is out,” he says with no re­ 
grets. 
“This is a new world, do 
you savvy? The Negro has ad­ 
vanced way past that stage.
